‘The objeéts of this Society, which was inftituted in February 1784, are, 
among others, 


I. Ah enquiry into the prefent ftate of the Pligh!ands and Iilands of

Il. Aw enquiry into the means of their improvement, by eftablithing 
towns and villages—by facilitating communication through diffe-
